Two years ago football was resumed 
at Susquehanna after a lapse of four 
years, and it was a very crude quota 
of material with which Coach Kelch- 
ner had to contend. Last season the 
conditions were somewhat improved 
but still for from ideal. This fall Coach 
Kelchner has about thirty candidates 
working hard for places on the first 
eleven, and they are all men who can 
be truly called football material. Not 
only are there more fellows out but 
they are of much better qualifications 
than any year previous. Coach Kelch- 
ner has had his hands full in attempt- 
ing to get any semblance of a football 
team out of the green material of the 
past two seasons, but nevertheless he 
was very successful in his efforts, and, 
this year the student body is begin- 
ning to realize the fruits of Kelchner's 
hard work and the untiring zeal of the 
men who come out for the gridiron 
sport merely for the love of the game 
and the honor of their college. 

Practice on Warner Field was start- 
ed two weeks ago and the material at 
hand looked very promising. Since 
then new material has come in, and 
now the old gridiron is carrying some 
of the heaviest, cleanest, and best beef 
and brawn the Orange and Maroon 
rooters have seen for years. 

All of last year's men are back with 
the exception of Middlesworth, who is 
expected in today, and Shannon, who 
is not allowed to play on account of 
parental objections. Harman has tak- 
en the center position this year and 
seems to be holding it remarkably 
well. Among the new men who are 
showing up well are Baker, of Lewis- 
town High; Kratzer, Dahlen, G. Her- 
man, Duck, Zimmerman, Cassler, 
Smith, Culick, Waldron, Botsford, 
Papenfus, Gaul, and Farrell, of New 
Hampshire. 

One of the most valuable assets of 
the Susquehanna squad this year is 
their liberal supply of pep and en- 
thusiasm. Every man is out to play 
solely for the honor of his college, and 
this fact accounts for the vim and the 
ginger displayed in the workouts. 
Coach Kelchner has been keeping the 
men keyed up to the highest pitch, 
and the daily drills have been liberally 
sprinkled with punch and go. 

Swoope, the speed king of the grid- 
iron, has been maintaining his reputa- 
tion, and has even showed more 
speed and aggressiveness than in any 
former year. Peters, last season's sen- 
sational quarterback, has Been show- 
ing up well and his line dodging and 
lond runs through a broken field have 
feathured the different practices. Har- 
man has improved in his punting and 
placing. Captain Nichols is holding 
the right end position, and this steady 
player has even displayed more foot- 
bal brain work than last season. 
"Nick" is an ideal captain, for he 
plays the game from whistle to whistle 
with every ounce of energy that he 
possesses, and this characteristic gives 
him the co-operation of and the best 
possible efforts of every man on the 
team. It is because Nichols has the 
initiative and puts plenty of snap in- 
to the workouts that he makes a wor- 
thy leader. 

Farrell, a 190-pound man from I he 
New England states, is showing up in 
rare form at the right half-back place, 
while Harkins, one of the veterans, 
and Jack Herman have been holding 
down the tackle posts with a good 
showing. Baker, of Lewistown High, 
has been playing a heady game at 
half-back, and looks like a comer for 
this position. 

Coach Kelchner has been giving the 
squad a varied routine during the past 
week. Blackboard talks in the fore- 
noon have been followed in the after- 
noon by signal drills, running down 
punts, falling on the ball, and several

keen scrimmages, in which the second 
string men made such a strong fight 
that it was a difficult job for the 'vars- 
ity to score. Aikens, '11, has taken 
charge of the scrub men, and has 
rounded them into such shape that 
several bid fair to push some of the 
regulars to the limit for places on the 
first string. 

One of the most valuable assets to a 
college football team is the loyal sup- 
port of the student body, and every > 
student should feel it his duty to be on ' 
the side lines for every practice and 
to attend every game possible for him 
to attend. So far this year the spirit 
among the fellows has been excellent, 
and this is the ideal condition to cheer 
the squad on to victory or to make de- 
feat more bearable. This week will be 
devoted to more strenuous workouts, 
and the next few days the battle for 
places on the first eleven will be waged 
still more keenly by both new and old 
men. Coach Kelchner will pick the 
best possible team, and then devote 
the week to whipping them into shape 
for the fray with Colgate at Hamilton, 
N. Y., Saturday.

Africa. During his short stay, he is for all the native helpers, itron, 



visiting the various Lutheran Churches 
in this State and encouraging men and 
women to come to Africa, and help to 
redeem the dark continent from heath- 
enism to Christianity. 

It is to be regretted that so few 
turned out to hear his masterful ad- 
dress; but those who were there 
were well repaid. The substance of 
Rev. Brosius' address was a follows: 
Susquehanna University is closely 
identified with the Muhlenburg mis- 
sion of Africa. Dr. Day, who gave 23 
years of his life to Africa, was a stu- 
dent here and the graves of himself 
and his wife are in the cemetery 
above the college. Dr. Day was a man 
of sterling character and deep relig- 
ious nature and the natives in Africa 
still remember him, after 18 years. 

The African Mission Work is inten- 
sely interesting. The mission is lo- 
cated in the republic of Liberia on the 
west coast of Africa, four degrees 
north of the equator. Fine steamship 
lines enable one to make the journey 
there in twenty-one days, by way of 
Liverpool. Liberia is a republic found- 
ed in 1820 by freed American slaves 
who were sent to Africa. It has a con- 
stitution and laws similar to the Unit- 
ed States, and has made considerable 
progress in the art of civilization. The 
mission station is located twenty miles 
from the coast and is connected with 
it by roads and paths. As no railroad 
has been built in Liberia, the journey 
to the coast must be made on foot or 
by wagon. There are two classes of 
people in Liberia, the American negro 
and the Bush negro. There are about 
20,000 American negroes there, but 
the Lutheran church is only working 
among the Bush negroes. 

The mission station is located on 
the St. Paul river, overlooking one of 
the most beautiful spots of Africa. 
On every hand may be seen the dense 
jungle with the perennial verdure. All 
the tropical fruits grow in abundance, 
and the leopard, elephant, crocodile 
and monkey are found in the dense 
thickets. There are two seasons — the 
wet and the dry. The coolest weath- 
er is in July and the hottest in Feb- 
ruary. The climate is damn and humid 
and all the missionaries are general 
ly afflicted with the malaria fever. 

Rev. Morris Officer founded the 
Miililenburg Mission fifty live years 
ago. He penetrated the jungles until 
he came to the 1. nation of the present 
station, and called the natives togeth- 
er and told them of his plans. They 
favored the idea of his coming to 
them and then when bis meeting was 
about to adjourn, he dedicated the 
work in prayer to God. That night 
Mr. Officer wrote to a friend in Aineri- 
ca and explained the new project to 
him, wondering what the mission 
would be in forty years. 

During the fifty-five years of the 
work there, houses have been erected, 



overseers, and boys who range from 
six to twenty-one years. Here the 
boys are taught trades and are in- 
structed in the ways of civilization 
and in the Scriptures. It is the pur- 
pose of the missionaries to educate 
and train the young men, to carry the 
gospel into the interior. While many 
of the fathers and mothers are indif- 
ferent to the gospel, yet they are 
anxious that their boys be educated 
in it. 

These heathen fathers realized that 
the English language is the language 
of civilized power and Christianity 
and they want their boys to learn it. 

The boys of the mission have excel- 
lent memories but are not good mathe- 
maticians. They learn remarkably 
well for their limited opportunities 
and when graduated from the mission 
should have an education equal to a 
Grammar School training. Many- 
boys learn trades and others work on 
the coffee farm. There are twelve

The missionaries have penetrated ious reunion 
about twenty miles into the interior of 
Africa, and beyond that distance lies 
the vast unexplored expanse of the 
Dark Continent, which God has given 
to the Lutheran Church to evangelize. 

The influence of the mission has al- 
ready penetrated into the interior for 
two hundred miles, and wherever the 
misisonaries of the Muhlenburg mis- 
sion field go they are kindly welcomed 
by the hospitable natives. 

The African natives are not a 
treacherous and wicked people, and 
the missionaries are everywhere safe 
from harm while among them. While 
teaching in their villages, the mes- 
senger of God is kindly treated and 
given food and shelter. He speaks 
to them through an interpreter, and 
wben he proceeds to another village 
tbey give him a guide. The natives 
are primitive and crude. Their needs 
are few and consequently, they work 
but little. They have possibilities, 
though we should not expect too much 
of them. 

The missionaries need the prayers 
of the church as well as money and 
men. Rev. Brosius closed his talk 
wiih an appeal to the students of Sus- 
quehanna to consider the great mis- 
sion field across the sea when plan- 
ning their life work. Dr. Dimm and 
Dr. Floyd made a few remarks and 
Rev. Botsford closed the meeting with 
the benediction.

All male members of 
the Preparatory Department shall, 
after Oct. 10, wear red caps with 
green buttons, of the style and shape 
generally worn by Preps. 

Section 2. The caps shall be worn 
at all times, under the same regula- 
tions as those governing the Fresh- 
men caps as stated in Article I, Sec- 
tion 2. 

Any Academy student 
violating either of the above sections, 
shall expose himself to punishment bj

Selinsgrove's three big days last 
week in commcmmoration of the 160th 
anniversary of the Penn's Creek Mas- 
sacre were a marked success from the 
moment that the heralds officially op- 
ened the fete Thursday morning until 
the last wad of confetti had been 
thrown late Saturday night. Susque- 
hanna faculty and students entered 
heartily into the spirit of the affair 
and aided very materially in helping 
to make it a success. 

In the keenly waged contest for the 
title of city Queen Miss Mary E. Wood- 
ruff, daughter of Prof. Woodruff, was 
declared the winner and Thursday 
afternoon was crowned as such by 
Rev. Leonard in the court of honor 
on Market street. 

Immediately following the corona- 
tion of the Queen was the Firemen's 
parade, in which a number of visiting 
companies participated. About twenty 
minutes before the parade formed a 
number of Susquehanna students con- 
ceived the idea of having the school 
represented in the march. Registrar 
Horton was consulted and he suggest- 
ed a plan of action which w r as imme- 
diately followed out by the fellows. 
The famous two wheeled cart was 
pressed into service, and was loaded 
with several ladders, and the entire 
supply of hose in all the buildings, 
(which incidentally, consists of about 
twenty feet of hose that are as porous 
as any belladonna plaster ever made.) 
This was wrapped around an old bar- 
rel and the load topped off with a 
pennant and a sign signifying that 
this was Hose Co. No. 1. Thirty 
Freshmen pulled the cart and about 
fifty fellows carrying buckets and 
drinking tins marched in the rear. 

Thursday evening a Mummers' pa- 
rade was in line and the college was 
very largely represented in it. The 
Freshmen showed their spirit by turn- 
ing out in full force. Each fellow was 
togged out in pajamas and the little 
green cap, while the girls wore gym 
suits and masks. In the awarding of 
prizes the freshmen were given the 
first prize of tea dollars. Grossman 
and Keammerer had a model of the 
1920 Ford in the parade and it attract- 
ed much attention. A quartette of fel- 
lows were costumed as chorus girls 
and of course had the usual scant at- 
tire. Other students were in line and 
the march was very cleverly arranged 
from start to finish. 

Under the direction of Dr. Frank V. 
Manhart the PVnn's Creek Massacre 
marker was unveiled Friday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock. Rev. Charles P. Dona- 
hoe, of Coudorsport, William II. Stev- 
ens, of Pittsburgh, and A. S. Sisson, 
of Erie, officials of the State Historical 
Commission, made fitting addresses. 

When the last words of dedication 
were spoken the hundreds of people, 
who were massed along the creek and 
who blocked the state road for a 
quarter of a mile, saw an Indian steal- 
thily sweep down the creek in his 
canoe and land on the west bank. 
This was the first event in the mam- 
moth Historical Pageant which was 
staged under the direction of Prof. 
Nathan N. Keener and which was one 
of the most interesting sights of the 



week-end. Every step in the early set- 
tlement of this section was very vivid- 
ly depicted. The immense crowd 
watched with eager eyes every event 
from the time that the first Indian 
landed until' the climax, that of the 
bloody Indian massacre, was reached. 
Very true to life were the various 
scenes of early colonial days as por- 
trayed in this pageant, and especial 
interest was attached to the beautiful 
tableau which closed the afternoon's 
activities. This took the watchers 
back to early colonial times and 
brought back many vivid memories of 
the perilous times when our country 
was hanging in the balance. Swoope 
took the character of Washington, 
and Nichols represented Cornwallis, 
in the spectacle which portrayed the 
famous surrender of the sword by 
Cornwallis to General Washington. At 
the moment the surrender was made 
Calhoun's Band of Northumberland, 
struck up the Star Spangled Banner, 
and with heads bared the hundreds of 
people slowly moved away from their 
vantage places with minds filled with 
more local history than when they ar- 
rived two hours before. 

Governor Snyder's mansion, in the 
evening, was the scene of the most 
beautiful event of the week, a mas- 
sive colonial ball and reception. Hoop 
skirts, powdered wigs, knickerbockers, 
and an occasional pinch of snuff made 
realistic the colonial efforts of the 
hundreds who danced the stately min- 
uet and promenadeed through the 
sunken garden. 

Susquehanna's campus was the 
scene of Saturday morning's activities, 
when a Snyder county reunion was 
held. Addresses were made by Col. 
Henry W. Shoemaker, of New York 
City; Rev. Charles P. Donehoo, of 
Couiedsport, and Frank E. Sham- 
bach, Superintendent of Public Schools 
of Dauphin county. The speakers 
dwelt considerably upon this valley 
and its fame as a former stamping 
ground of the red skin, and the im- 
mense part he played shaping the des- 
tiny of our nation. The first two 
speakers gave a considerable amount 
of Indian history, which was extreme- 
ly interesting and instructive. Prof. 
Shambach is a Susquehanna man and 
the students gave him a hearty A-N- 
N-A as he aproached the rostrum. 

As a crowning event of the gala fete 
I mammoth Industrial and Fraternal 
parade was formed Saturday after- 
noon. Many floats were in line and 
were of unique and interesting con- 
struction. Susquehanna was repre- 
senied by about seventy fellows, fol- 
lowed by a large float, decorated with 
the college colors, orange and maroon, 
and loaded with representatives of 
the different departments of the Fni- 
versity. Following this ffoat forty 
members of the college Y. W. C. A. 
dressed iii white were in line under 
their banner. Susquehanna's aggrega- 
tion was awarded first prize of ten 
dollars. President Aikens had his car 
disguised as a submarine and it pre- 
sented a very formidable appearance. 

The Orphanage Band of East Sun- 
bury gave an excellent concert on

an opportunity presents itself. Give 
this spirit full play and an occasion 
results that just makes everybody want 
to do something for Susquehanna. 
This is what happened at the Pitts- 
burgh-Susquehanna symposium at St. 
Stephen Lutheran Church, Pittsburgh 
last Friday night. The many respon- 
ses received favorable and the real 
regrets where attendance was impos- 
sible indicated a rare evening. Sus- 
quehanna co-eds graced the occasion 
and gave it a character charmingly 
different from the other banquets. 

Rev. Bolsford paid high tribute to 
the consecrated work of our alma 
mater in preparing men for loyal true 
Christian service. He spoke of her 
great missionary activity in the for- 
eign field as represented by Drs. Day 
and Harpster, the greatest mission- 
aries of the Lutheran Church. 

The large number of men who are 
doing noble work in the Church, 
some having risen io the highest 
positions, bear eloquent testimony 
that the training they received at Sus- 
quehanna has fitted them for active 
service. 

He spoke of the (MgJl financial need 
of the institution and said that if we 
could find one thousand men who would 
give a dollar a month for ten years 
her endowment would be increased 
one hundred and twenty thousand dol- 
lars, or a penny a day for the same 
period would build a new dormitory. 

The Rev. Dr. G. W. Englar, Presi- 
dent of Synod had charge of the li- 
censing and ordination of a class of 
eight men. Three of these men who 
were licensed are from Susquehanna, 
viz., William E. Watts, John B. Knise- 
ley, Clyde W. Shaeffer. 

Thirty-three persons were there, and 
all were brimful of enthusiasm for the 
institution. Preceding the banquet 
President, Rev. M. M. Allbeck sum- 
moned the happy folks for a business 
meeting. Reports were heard. Offi- 
cers as follows elected: Rev. M. M. 
Allbeck, president; Rev. A. C. Cur- 
ran, vice-president; Rev. Charles M. 
Teufel, secretary; Mr. S. B. Burkhart, 
treasurer. The latter was made chair- 
man of the field secretary fund com- 
mittee and with hiin will serve the 
secretary and Rev. I. S. Sassaman. 
This committee was urged to push 
pledges for this fund and Pittsburgh 
is hoping to be a real factor in keep- 
ing this useful officer in the field.

1MT. SAINT MARY'S CALCIMINED 
| BY DETERMINED KELCHNERITES 

Gridiron Warriors Bring Home 1 3-0 Vic- 
tory From Emmitsburg Saturday— Dick- 
inson Seminary Here on 23rd 



"Its a sad old road that has no turn- 
ing." The truth of this grand old 
maxim was proven again at Emmits- 
burg, Md., when the Orange and 
Maroon pig skin tossers got off the 
hard luck road which they have been 
traveling and gave the Mountaineer 
College of Maryland a 13 to trim- 
ming, which they will long remember. 
! The team left Saturday morning for 
Emmitsburg, having had but a few 
practices since the Muhlenburg game. 
The trip was an exceedingly hard one 
to make( as the last twenty-five miles 
had to he covered in an automobile 
bus, thru a driving rain ana over rough 
mountain roads. The game was sched- 
uled for three o'clock, but it was that 
time before the truck with its load of 
tired athletes reached the scene of 
the conflict. There was no time in 
which to rest, as only fifteen minutes 
were allowed the team in which to 
dress and get onto the field. Coach 
Kelchner gave his men a few instruc- 
tions; a determined lot of players 
wearing the Orange and Maroon jers- 
eys filed out of the gymnasium and 
lined up for action on a rain soaked 
field. Four ten minute periods were 
arranged for, the referee sounded his 
whistle and the game was on. 

From the very start the Pennsyl- 
vania boys took the lead and forced 
the Maryland collegians to play an 
entirely defensive game. Time after 
time in the first two quarters Susque- 
hanna was within easy striking dis- 
tance of their opponents goal line but 
with the approach to their scoring 
vicinity the Maryland boys always 
braced and warded off the fatal blow. 
Fumbling was very frequent on both 
sides and proved very costly for Sus- 
quehanna several times, when the ball 
was in their opponents territory. Mt. 
Saint Mary's was never dangerous on 
the offensive, except in the second 
quarter when a half-back intercepted 
a forward pass and ran thirty yards, 
but was brought to the ground by one 
of Swoope's deadly tackles. The half 
ended with the ball in Mt. Saint 
M'ary's territory and no tally on the 
score board. 

In the second half the tide turned. 
The southerners were no longer able 
to resist the terrible onslaught of the 
Orange and Maroon backs, who car- 
ried the hall down the field for three 
first downs. The line was working 
like a powi rful machine and pushed 
their opponents about like ten pins. 
The old fighting spirit was back again 
in Kelchner's men, and Mt. Saint 
Ifary'l was swept before tile cyclone 

of determination to win. A couple of 
line bucks brought the ball to the op- 
ponents twenty yard line and "Red" 
Swoope circled the right end for the 
first touchdown of the game. In or- 
der to put the ball in a good position 
to kick the goal, it was necessary to 
punt out, the position was ditlicult and 
no one received the ball when Swoope 
punted out, so the goal was not kick- 
ed. This touchdown was followed by 
another by "Red," who by a beautiful 
run through a broken field placed the 
oral safely behind the bars. Just at 
this stage of the game, misfortune 
stepped in, and the referee called the 



ball back on account of alleged 
holding on the part of Susquehanna. 
Peters duplicated the trick a few- 
minutes later, however, and this time 
tlie si ore was allowed to stand. Swoope 
kicked goal and in a few more plays 
the game was over. 

As a whole, the game was exceed- 
ingly rough. There was a great deal 
of slugging on both sides and many 
penalties were imposed on both teams. 
On the individual playing of Susque- 
hanna men there is much comment to 
be made, for each and every man play- 
ed his position like a veteran. Farrell 
performed in fine style in the back 
field on the offense and was a tower 
of strength in the line on the defense. 
Smith played his first game as a 
varsity back field man. His work was 
of high caliber. Baker and Cassler 
vied for honors on the ends of the 
line, each playing a great game. Her- 
man and Ilarkins at guards proved 
invincible in their new positions, 
often smashing thru and spilling the 
Mt. Saint Mary's back field before 
they got started. Middlesworth de- 
livered the goods at left tackle in big 
league form, his position would be a 
hard one to fill. Swoope and Peters 
starred in their respective positions, 
their work being the features of the 
game. Riden who replaced Swoope in 
the last quarter worked well in the 
backfield. 

Coach Kelchner was well pleased 
with the team on Saturday, and con- 
sidering the wet field and the hard 
trip which had to be made to get to 
Emmitsburg, critics concede that con- 
gratulations are due the varsity foot 
ball team.

PENN MILITARY BEATS 
SUSQUEHANNA 26-0 

Susquehanna was again compelled 
to drink the dregs of defeat when the 
husky Pennsylvania Military College 
eleven succeeded in coralling the bet- 
ter end of a 26-0 score in the game 
played at Chester, Saturday afternoon. 
Tho Coach Hollenhack's men succeed 
ed in crossing the local's goal four 
times during the forty-eight minutes 
of play, yet in no other particular de- 
partment of the game did these 
youthful soldiers show any remarkable 
superiority over Kelchner's pupils. 
The last two touchdowns were made 
possible for the Southern Pennsyl- 
\ an. ia men through Susquehanna's re- 
laxing in her defense during the final 
period. 

Despite the fact that the Orange 
and Maroon squad were tired out 
from their long early morning ride, 
they appeared on the gridiron at 3:00 
in the afternoon with all their cus- 
tomary vim and confidence. The Red 
and White team succeeded in drawing] 
blood at the very beginning of the 
game, when, on a quick formation be- 
fore the Susquehanna men had lined 
up, the fleet footed Sigel made a wide 
circuit around the right end and the 
home team found themselves with a 
six-point lead to overcome. But the 
success of this trick play by their 
opponents only made the 'Varsity 
fight the harder, and the remainder of 
the first half w r as a succession of 
Orange and Maroon marches down 
the field toward the enemy's goal line, 
always followd by a return promenade 
by both teams as they followed the 
zealous referee counting off ten or 
fifteen long official strides. 

Time after time, Kelchner's backs 
advanced the ball for a number of suc- 
cesive first downs, by line bucks, in- 
terspersed by short end runs, but 
each time they were stopped by a 
stiffening of the soldiers defense, or 
worse yet, they saw the hard-earned 
ground which they had gained lost by 
official interference. 

Remembering, from their experience 
of the first half, that by slow consist- 
ent gaining, they had been unable to 
score, quarterback Swoope determined 
upon a varied form of attack. Several 
forward passes had advanced the ball 
into the danger zone for the enemy, 
when half back Sigel intercepted a 
short forward pass and eluding several 
Susquehanna backs escaped for the 
second touchdown of the game. Un-

ing spirit and two more touchdowns ; 
were pushed over by Hollenhack's un- 
derlings in the final period. 

The game was of a very rough order 
from start to finish. This, in a meas- 
ure, necessitated some of the penaliz- 
ing and resulted in several of the local 
players receiving minor injuries.

Last Sunday, Nov. 7th, the first ses- 
sion was held, the lesson leaves hav- 
ing been procured by Mr. Keller, one 
of the students. 

Although it is often said, "Well be- 
gun is half done," we do not by any 
means, think the work to be half ac- 
complished, but are greatly pleased at 
the good beginning and in the manner 
the mothers and fathers, as well as 
the children of the community are 
taking hold of the work. We found 
to our great joy, last Sunday that not 
only every one of the workers of the 
school were present but that the mem- 
bership had reached the number of 38. 
The school is divided into four clas- 
ses; the Adult, Boy's Intermediate, 
Girls Intermediate, and the Infant. 

With this splendid beginning, a be- 
ginning of nearly GO per cent, of the 
population of the little community, 
and the strenuous efforts and co-opera- 
tion of both students and people, we 
can see but one ultimate result: A 
flourishing Sabbath School teaching 
its members of all that is good and 



performing its portion of the work in 
advancing the cause of God.

ALBRIGHT WINS CLOSE GAME 
IN ANNU AL KELCHN ER BATTLE 

Pupils of the Younger Kelchner Fall Before 
Aerial Attack of Older Brother

One of the most interesting recitals 
ever given at Susquehanna was ren- 
dered on Monday evening, November 
8th, when Mr. Frederick Martin, of 
New York, appeared in a recital of 
classic and modern songs. 

Mr. Martin has a remarkable range, 
extending from low bass to high bari- 
tone, with a perfectly even quality 
throughout. His tones are rich and 
full, his breath-control perfect, his 
English, French and German diction 
clear and understandable in the most 
rapid passages; in short, his whole 
technique is that of a mature, ex- 
perienced artist, who well merits the 
reputation of being one of the fore- 
most bassos before the public. 

The program was one which appeal- 
ed equally to all classes of music lov- 
ers. Space prevents us from mention- 
ing in detail each of the selections, 
but they exhibited a remarkable var- 
satility, /rom the impressive dignity of 
Beethoven's "Creation's Hymn," and 
the lyric and dramatic qualities of the 
modern lieder group to the humor of 
the negro sermon, "Exhortation," 
which concluded the program. We 
may mention in particular, however, 
MacDowell's "The Sea," of which a 
more perfect rendering than Mr. Mar- 
tin gave would be hard to imagine. 

The recital was well attended. An 
enthusiastic audience nearly filled 
Seibert Hall in spite of a rainy evening. 
Mr. Brower is to be congratulated for 
securing the services of such an em- 
inent artist as Mr. Martin, and we 
hope that this will not be his last ap- 
pearance at Susquehanna. 



Susquehanna's football team for 
1915, certainly is being pursued by a 
jynx of some kind. Defeat after de- 
feat has come to the team so that our 
football men are beginning to believe 
that the fates have decreed that they 
shall not win. The last, jolt came on 
Saturday, when Charley Kelchner's 
recruits landed a 6 to victory over 
the pupils of his younger brother Jay. 
Although the score shows a defeat, 
yet any Susquehanna follower would 
have been proud of the Orange and 
Maroon eleven, if they could have 
seen the battle staged at Myerstown 
last Saturday. From the minute that 
the whistle sounded until the end of 
the final period there was never a let- 
up. Every man on the team fought 
like a tiger. The first half ended 
with the score nothing to nothing, 
with the odds slightly in favor of the 
younger brother. In the third quarter 
Swoope got away for a sixty yard run 
for a touchdown but the officials 
claimed that he was out of bounds and 
the ball was brought back to the mid- 
dle of the field. 

Albright played their high card in 
the third period, when Haps Benfer, 
the big full back was sent into the 
game to clean things up. What the 
noted player did would not take very 
long to tell. The sporting columns 
on Sunday Proclaimed him the hero 
of the game and failed to allot the 
praise of the victory to the other ten 
members of the team who were fight- 
ing hard to win. A forward pass from 
Benfer to one of their tackles who was 
not eligible to receive the pass, as 
both ends were in their regular posi- 
tions, netted Albright the winning six- 
points. After this score the Red and 
White was powerless before the de- 
fensive machine of the Orange and 
Maroon. Benfer carried the ball re- 
peatedly but was always tackled be- 
fore he could advance the ball the 



necessary distance for a first down. 
In the last few minutes of play the 
Albright back field was standing be- 
hind their own goal line when they 
attempted to rush the ball. Susque- 
hanna was weak on the defense and 
lacked the necessary punch to put a 
touch down across the coveted chalk 
line. Although defeated the members 
of the team feel that they did not dis- 
grace their college by Saturday's ex- 
hibition. 

There were no shining lights on 
either side. Every man on the two 
elevens played a good hard game. The 
contest was far from being a clean 
one, in fact it was the roughest of any 
played this season. Several players 
were disqualified on both sides for un- 
necessary roughness. No serious in- 
juries were received by any player on. 
Saturday and a victory is promised 
the student body for next week, over 
Dickinson College.

Again he said, we should be 
thankful that we are in a land of peace, 
for in war-laden Europe students are 
not able to enjoy the privilege of col- 
lege life and even in our own land 
there are many young men and women 
who do not have this privilege, for 
various reasons, who otherwise would 
gladly become our college chums. Be- 
cause of the many opportunities we 
have here at Susquehanna University, 
we should be thankful. We have the 
intimate association with the faculty, 
the influence of society, the fellowship 
which comes from the "dorm life" and 
the uplifting and christian influence of 
our Y. M. C. A. His closing appeal 
was "Let us as young men be thank- 
ful that we are here and fulfill the 
prayers of our parents." 

The second speaker, Grossman, very 



ably handled the subject "Should Sus- 
quehanna University be thankful that 
we are here." He had to show to us 
what really constituted "Susquehanna." 
He stated that so far as he saw that 
which really is the University is the 
Faculty, Board of Directors, the Alum- 
ni and individual friends. "Therefore 
are we so acting and doing those 
things for which they can be thankful 
that we are here? Are we as upper- 
classmen thankful for the freshmen 
that are here, are they just the kind 
of fellows that we wish to have more 
of them?" His closing thought was 
that we should so conduct ourselves 
in every way in which we are connect- 
ed with this Institution so that, as the 
eyes of the University are turned to- 
ward us, as an individual, they can 
say, "We are thankful that he is 
here." The meeting in every way was 
a decided success and enjoyed by all. 

The writer believes that the associa- 
tion is bringing to realization the 
power of its key words, 'young men 
and Christ." Where these two are 
linked together there will surely be 
an uplift to mankind and the fetters 
of sin broken.

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 
by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D., LL. D., 
Commissioner of Health 



It has been said that the crime 
which Nature never forgives is indol- 
ence. It is certain that our bodies 
were never planned for idleness. Good 
health is invariably the result of a 
continued and rational exercising of 
both our bodies and minds. 

Whenever we fail to exercise them 
for a period of time they are apt to 
degenerate. Not infrequently, owing 
to the close association of the various 
parts of the complex human machinery, 
this results in the impairment of one 
part and reflects upon the others. 

The complications of modern life 
are very apt to result in our being 
forced into a restricted sphere and it 
requires thought and intelligence to 
keep mind and body in good condition. 
The normal man and woman is en- 
dowed with a brain callable of develop- 
ment along various lines. To promote 
this development along a single line 
creates a one sidedness which may 
readily become abnormal. 

There has never been a lime when 
opportunities were so great for those 

who desire to broaden their horizon 

and cultivate interests aside from 

those loK ed upon them by their par- 
ticular trade or occupation. Not to 
hive Interest* anil occupation in a 
world teeming with opportunities and 
possibilities is to admit Of stupidity 
and sloth.

De y ( pthi i' they may serve those who 
have been relieved of the necessity of 
labor and in lieu of better occupation 
prevent degeneration of mind and 
body. 'I'd be occupied with trifles is

To devote one's self to tasks which 
require concentration and a eombined 
effort of mind and body stimulates a 
rational development and goes tar to- 
ward keeping us sane and healthy.

Spectators j 
who saw the game say that it was the j 
best ever staged on the Myerstown 
field and gave Susquehanna the credit 
of putting up a wonderful game, even 
tho it was defeated. The game with 
Dickinson College was a fitting close 
for the football season. Dickinson 
came here with the confidence that 
they would surely win. They depart- 
ed very disheartened and disappointed 
over the result of a 27 to 10 defeat. 

No the season was not what you 
would call a success but it was by no 
means discouraging. We must re- 
member that a championship team 
cannot be developed in one or two 
seasons, it takes years.

National Prohibition is a favorite 
topic of Intercollegiate debate in the 
eastern colleges this season. The! 
Amherst- Williams- Wesley an Trianmi- 
lar uses the question — "that the sale, 
manufacture, importation and exporta- 
tion of alcoholic beverages, except for 
scientific and medicinal purposes, 
should be prohibited by an amendment 
to the constitution." This is a strong- 
er statement of National Prohibition 
than that of the Hohson bill now he- 
fore Congress. Williams follows the 
triangular in a dual debate with I n- 
ion on the same question.

Student Opinion, a stirring new 
■weekly at the University of California, 
is perhaps the first student publica- 
tion launched for the distinctive pur- 
pose of raising the standards of stu- 
dent activities in a large university. 
It came into existence in response to a 
large student demand for a medium of 
expression on student "politics," clean- 
er athletics, a more popular and demo- 
cratic expression in the student gov- 
erning body, and for leadership 
against drinking and the sort of in- 
fluences that go with it both inside 
and outside of college life.

Snyder county as the greatest Sun- 
day School county in the United 
States in reference to the percentage 
of members to population- about 62 
per cent. — can justly feel proud of 
those faithful officers and workers 
who have labored so well in the vine- 
yard of the Master as to place their 
county in the foremost position. But 
the Snyder County Sabbath School 
Association is not content with a 
worthy task well done, but are con- 
stantly putting forth greater efforts to 
bring the county up to a still higher 
standard of efficiency in Sunday- 
School wark, and to bring a greater 
number of souls into the Kingdom of 
Christ. It was with this object in 
view that they enlisted the services 
of the young men of Susquehanna in 
a One Week Sunday School Compaign 
for Snyder county. 

Thirty men from the Young Men's 
Christian Association were placed by- 
twos and threes in every district in 
the county. These student workers, 
with "Efficiency" as their watchword 
held meetings in practically every 
Sunday School in the county. Not on- 
ly this, but visits were made to the 
local Sunday School officers and teach- 
ers in an effort to bring each school 
up to a stronger plane of organization 
and where possible, to the Front Line 
position prescribed by the State Sab- 
bath School Association. The task 
was not easy, as many of the schools 
in the rural districts were small and 
had little in the way of definite or- 
ganization. But by persistent effort 
and with the assistance of the county- 
officers even the weakest schools re- 
ceived some benefit, many were as- 
sisted to Front Line position, and all 
were encouraged and stimulated to 
; reater activity. 

As a fitting climax, the campaign 
ended in a Grand County Rally in the 
Lutheran Church at Midleburg, on 
Saturday, Jan. 8th, at which the coun- 
ty officers, State Secretary W. G. 
Landis, all the student workers and 
many representatives from the Sunday 
Schools of the county were present.

his language. 

The atmosphere, according to Dr. 
Moore, is composed of gases evolved 
from the earth during past ages. 
Without it the earth would be cold, 
and dead incapable of bearing life, as 
the function of the atmosphere is to 
transform and hold the energy of the 
sun's rays. Eventually, through the 
action of centripetal force, the earth 
will lose its atmosphere, as Mars is 
losing its atmosphere today. The sun 
itself, when in far ages, it cools sufli- 
eiently, will have an atmosphere, but 
will be dead through lack of a lumin- 
ary body to supply heat as the sun 



The two hundred weather sta- 
tions in the country determine the 
position, temperature, motion, pres- 
sure, and speed of winds, etc., of each 
of these storm centers, and each ev- 
ening at 8: 0i» telegraph reports to 
Washington. Every morning, warn- 
ing goes to 4,000,000 farmers, to the 
Great Lakes and to the Coasts.

Cartwright, and their shouts of tri- 
umph and battle songs can be heard 
around the world. The speaker then 
praised the great work that Susque- 
hanna is doing in the christian world 
and added his prayer that "men" and 
"women" might be moulded within the 
walls of such a noble institution.

The great wave of moral and social 
reform of individual and social char- 
acter for race betterment which has 
been sweeping over every part of this 
country of ours, has again sent its 
high tide of radiating influence into 
Susquehanna and the surrounding 
community. Prof. T. W. Shannon, of 
Delaware, Ohio., president of the Prac- 
tical Eugenics Movement, Editor of 
"Practical Eugenics," a lecturer of 
note, and an author of many books on 
the various subjects with which he 
deals, gave a total of nine lectures 
here on the two days January 30, 31. 

Prof. Shannon devotes his entire 
time to touring the country and lectur- 
ing on Eugenics, to earnest seekers of 
knowledge fag every school and uni- 
versity of the country as well as in 
thousands of towns and cities through- 
out the nation. His years of exper- 
ience as a lecture? and of profound 
study of the great social and moral 
problems of the day and especially the 
charmingly praeUeal and inspiring 
manner in which he presents these 
vital subjects, make his lectures of 
enormous practical value to every man 
and woman. They are chuck full of 
valuable information on subjects in 
which lack of thorough and scientific 
knowledge is m«XCUMb£« and the ig- 
norance of which is appalling. 

Sunday morning, Prof. Shannon 
spoke in Trinity Lutheran on "The 
Power That Lifts." In the afternoon 
at 2:00, to a general audience in 
Seibert Hall on "Love's Paradise Lost 
and Found," At 3:15, in the Methodist 
Episcopal church to an audience of 
men on "Vital Facts for Men." At 6:00 
to an audience of men, mostly stu- 
dents, In the College Chapel on "The 
Engaged and Unengaged Man." All of 



these lectures were well attended and 
valuable from every point of view. 
The Sunday evening lecture, in Trin- 
ity Lutheran church at 7:30, on the 
subject "Did God Create Women to be 
Morally Superior to Men?", was pos- 
sibly the finest of the whole course. 
For nearly two hours, Prof. Shannon 
ably presented an exposition of what 
the Double Standard of Morals has 
meant and done, in our social life, and 
showing the necessity and inevitability 
of the Single Standard. 

The Monday lectures were: at 2:30, 
to a mixed audience in the Trinity 
Lutheran Church, on the subject "Life 
Stories and How to Tell Them." At 
4:00 to women only, in Seibert Hall, 
on "The Engaged and the Unengaged 
Girl." At 6:00, to men only, in the 
College Chapel on, "Married and Mar- 
riagible Men." At 7:30, in the Re- 
formed church, on "Forests Protected, 
Hogs Inspected, and Children Neglect- 
ed." 

Prof. Shannon's lectures were safe 
and sane, carrying messages of inform- 
ation and inspiration for every man or 
woman, parent or teacher, reformer or 
minister. The Y. M. C. A. is to be con- 
gratulated in securing a man of such 
sterling personal qualities and of such 
mental ability and capacity of Prof. 
Shannon to lecture on these subjects. 
A series of such lectures should be a 
part of the required curriculum of ev- 
ery college in the country, and are 
needed by every town or city in the 
Union.

Dr. Cartwright. based his lecture on 
four pillars. The first pillar in know- 
ing how to live is that of health. A 
great body means a great life and 
without a good body there is great 
danger of other things creeping in and 
taking the joy out of life. 

The second pillar in the scheme of 
life is thought. All the creations un- 
der the sun took their first root In the 
mind of the creator. All the accom- 
plishments of man, lived first in a 
man's brain. There are two different 
kinds of people in the world, says Dr. 
Elliot, of Harvard University. They 
are the graduated and the educated.

It may be of interest to note that in 
St. John's Church the General Synod 
was organized in 1820 and of this 
church Dr. Benjamin Kurtz, the found- 
er of Susquehanna University, was a j true 
former pastor. 

Dr. Owen has filled many responsi- 
ble positions in the Synods. He was 
twice President of the Maryland 
Synod, once the President of the Gen- 
eral Synod and ten times a promin- 
ent delegate thereto. He has been a 
leading member of almost every im- 
portant committee in the gift for the 



Home for the Aged, in Washington.: 
He received the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from Newberry College. 
South Carolina, and the degree of 
Doctor of Laws from Susquehanna 
University. 

Dr. Owen was a profound theologian. 
He excelled in the theology of his 
church and was an able defender of 
her doctrines. He loved the old Bible 
and the old faith. He was an elo- 
quent and instructive preacher. No 
man had more good qualities combined 
in himself for a minister of Christ 
than Dr. Owen. One needed only to 
listen to his eloquent sermons, to 
hear his fervent prayers and to talk 
with him about the Kingdom of God, 
in order to ascertain the source of 
his attraction and the secret of bis 
success. Such qualities as he possi ss- 
ed are Indeed requisite in a preacher 
to maintain himself so long in one 
congregation. He possessed the 
physique, the muscular developement, 
the nervous force, and clear voice 
that could thunder with indignation or 
grow tender with emotion. He was a 
man with a message. He was a think- 
er and not an utterer of platitudes. 
His senial nature, open candor, vivac- 
ious spirit, and large sympathy made 
for him many friends. He had the 
gift of being able to enter into the 
sorrows and troubles of his people, 
likewise he was tender and thought- 
ful among his flock in times of sick- 
ness and bereavement. 

In Dr. Owen's death Susquehanna 
University loses a valued alumnus. 
She has been profited by his devotion 
to the cause of higher education. His 
friendship was beautiful, helpful and 
Thru his influence Susquehan- 
I na has received thousands of dollars 
and many students. Henry Seibert, 
who bequeathed the money for the 
erection of Seibert Hall, was a mem- 
ber of his congregation.

Folk who hold that money is the 
root of all evil may find support for 
that belief in the Isle of Tristan da 
Cunha. For, though seventy-seven 
white folk Inhabit this flyspeck of an 
Island in the South Atlantic, there is 
no money In circulation among them, 
and, significantly enough, there also 
is no wrongdoing of any description. 
Wrote a recent visitor to the island: 
"Money would be useless, for there is 
nothing to buy." And ho continued: 
"Living in honesty, sobriety, and har- 
mony, free apparently from all crime, 
vice, dissension, or double dealing, the 
Inhabitants of Tristan da Cunha seem 
unconsciously to have carried out the 
purpose entertained by the original 
settler in 1811, Jonathan Lambert, by 
keeping themselves 'beyond the reae.i 
of chicanery and ordinary misfortune.' 
They have no written laws. All being 
law-abiding, they need none, each do- 
ing what seemeth right in his own 
eyes. They have no jail. Crime among 
them being unknown, such an institu- 
tion would be a superfluity. They 
huve no form of government and pay 
no taxes. They enjoy perfect Inde- 
pendence and freedom which never 
degenerates into license. The com- 
munity Is absolutely moral." — Los An-

2. Where you find a fair chance of 
rising to responsibility and leader- 
ship.

3. Where most teaching is done by 
professors in the prime of life. 

4. Where lectures and recitations 
are supplemented most extensively by 
Individual conferences, or conferences 
In groups so small that individual re- 
lation and responsibility is not lost. 

5. Where athletics are clean, and 
athletics are bona fide students, un- 
corrupted by "cinch jobs" or other 
financial or academic favors. If these 
thing are crooked it is hard to keep 
the other things straight. 

fi. Where religion is winsomely pre- 
sented, and practically and beneficially 
applied. 

7. Where not merely the faculty 
professors, as all faculties do, but the 
student body, and its constituent 
groups, embody and enforce reason- 
able standards of clean and self-con- 
rolled living. 

8. Where there is a hanny social life 
both between faculty and students in 
departmental clubs, and among the 
students in musical, dramatic, literary, 
scientific, journalists, athletic and fra- 
ternity organizations. 

9. Where standards of admission and 
retention are high enough and honest- 
ly enough enforced, to insure that 
your classmates will be as earnest and 
well trained as yourself, and will not 
hold you back or lower the reputation 
of the degree you receive. 

10. Where the alumni, especially in 
the community in which you expect 
to live, are strong influential and ad- 
mirable. 

11. Where the students are neither 
all rich or all poor; nor divided into 
mutually evclusive groups of rich and 
poor; but rich and poor live togethel 
in such equality and intimacy thai 
each takes from the other what evei 
of sturdiness or cultivation he has ift 
give. 

12. Where the gross expense is 
high enough to secure the best intellec- 
tual and social stimulus, and the net 
expense, through scholarships, assist- 
antships, and other aids, is low enough 
lo be within the means of a resolute 
and resourceful young man who is 
mainly dependent on his own earn- 
ings. 

This is the standard that has been 
set up before thousands of High 
School students throughout our land. 
Many of them will be looking for the 
college that measures up to this 
standard at least in a marked degree. 
For the sake of our school and the 
satisfaction of our own minds suppose 
we take account of stock and see in 
how many points we measure up to 
(he standard and then ,in those that 
we fall short why not strive to bring 
them up to the standard?

His subject was "The Scriptures as 
the Hub of the Y. YV. C. A. and Y. M. 
C. A. work, and he took as his theme 
"What the School of Scripture Teaches 
Iter Students. Romans XY-4. 
He said in part: 

"There is a goal to everything. 
Sometime we do not see the goal. The 
final aim should be to reach real life. 
The aim of the author of the Bible 
I wai to plant hope and all that it 
means in human life. The Bibb left 
unsaid many things that we look for, 
because it is not for us to know. 

"In life there is disappointment, ter- 
ror and sorrow. We must have that 
elastic property of 'coming back', 
when we are sidetracked by these 
gloom clouds. We are forewarned, by 
the text, therefore we should be fore- 
armed. A good guide will not leave 
one altogether in the dark as to the 
future way. God is our guide and so 
forewarns us. 

"Every human being is running his 
train of body mind and soul on some 
track to some destination. A railroad 
engineer must run under orders, and 
be sure the track ahead is clear. The 
I human engineer must be sure he is 
I on the right track, and then God will 
I be ahead turning the necessary switch- 
es; there will be no stops on account. 
| of lack of steam or danger signals. 
"Who is God? He is the great Je- 
hovah who rolled back the red sea. 
What is God? He is that which lived 
within Daniel as he thrice daily look- 
ed toward his city Jerusalem. What 
pleases God? Getting on the opposite 
side of sin and out into the sunshine 
of life. 

"The school of scriptures opens the 
doors and offers freely the reward of 
hope. Plunge your train on toward 
darkness and death if God leads the 
way, for it will carry you to peace 
and Joy." 



Rev. Chas. S. Bauslin, of Cincinnati, 
Delivered Sunday Most Masterful Bac- 
calaureate Sermon Ever Given to Sus- 
quehanna Graduates 



Our present-day civilization can 
boast of many good and wonderful 
things, but safety is hardly one of its 
blessings. The ancients seem to have 
moved about in a paradise of safety ! 
when we compare the simple condi-! 
tions of their life with our own com- 
plex and dangerous environment. The 
very richness of modern life makes 
the modern world a dangerous place 
in which to live. The figures showing 
the number of deaths in recent years 
are appalling. Last year, in the United 
States alone ,75,000 persons were kill- 
ed in accidents of one kind or another, 
while nearly 2,000,000 more were in- 
jured. About 35,000 workmen were 
killed while at their tasks. On the 
railroads of the country about 10,000 
persons are killed every year, and 20 
times that number are injured. On 
the streets and roads 5,000 deaths are 
caused by vehicles, the automobile be- 
ing responsible for half this number 
of victims.

Susquehanna's second day of Com- 
mencement was formally opened at 
10:30 o'clock yesterday morning when 
the Academic procession, headed by 
the faculty with their colored robes 
denoting their degrees and stations, 
led the graduates and student body 
from President Aikens' lawn to Trin- 
ity Lutheran church, where at 11:28 
Rev. Charles H. Bauslin, of Cincinnat- 
ti, Ohio, Secretary of the Board of 
Education of the General Synod of the 
Lutheran church, delivered the bacca- 
laureate sermon to the graduating 
class. 

Rev. Leonard had charge of the ser- 
vices and Dr. Frank P. Manhart read 
(lie scriptures, while, before the ad- 
dress, Prof. Keeley's trained choir 
rendered a very excellent anthem and 
! Mrs. Edgar R. Wingard sang a beau- 
j tiful solo. 

At 11:28 Dr. Manhart introduced 
Rev. Bauslin, who then delivered one 
of the most stirring, virile, and most 
practical and interesting sermons that 
has been delivered to any graduating 
class at Susquehanna for years. 

With such an inspirational, educa- 
tional and learned sermon, just teem- 
ing with virile Americanism, practical 
suggestions, religious truths, and beau- 
tiful illustrations, as was delivered by 
Rev. Bauslin as a charge to the grad- 
uates the men and women who heard 
the polished masterpiece can not help 
but be made better and stronger in 
both civic and religious principles. 

In opening Rev. Bauslin congratu- 
lated the class on behalf of the church 
and wished them a successful life, 
which he said was not represented by 
dollars or wealth but by service and 
sacrifice to God and humanity. 

Very beautiful and aptly the speak- 
er demonstrated how in early spring 
the north roof of a house is coated 
with snow and ice, while the southern 
exposure is flooded with sunlight and 
is warm and dry. Upon this state- 
ment he based the remark that the 
life of every person living can be com- 
pared to these two extremes and It 
depends upon the man himseir in 
which side of the house he shall live. 
Realizing the value of sunshine the 
shrewd Sultan of Turkey had his sub- 
jects charged for the open spaces at 
their windows in which a ray of sun- 
shine could peep. Many men live on 
the north side of the house and as a 
result are pessimistic and grouchy, 
but from the south comes happiness, 
joy, the song of birds, the shout of 
the happy herdsman, and the beautiful 
flowers. 

Our lives are like open windows, 
said Rev. Bauslin, one opening to the 
north and the other looking to the 
south. Now which one shall each per- 
son choose? He then cited the ex 
ample of Daniel and of the plot to kill 
him, showing that Doniel looking 
through his window to the south saw 
the goodness of God and all the beau- 
t it nl things of his childhood life. To 
make very practical his example Rev. 
Bauslin showed how well every man 
and woman loves their own native 



country, the little red school house of 
years ago, their student days and their 
church, but high above all these and 
deari r to every heart is the home of 
our childhood, which sacred shrine 
marks the lovins: sacrifice of the wil- 
ling and calloused hands of father and 
mother. The home is the keystone of 
civilization but today these hallowed 
places are threatened by the Godless 
ways of society. One of the strong- 
est points in his entire remarkable 
discourse was made by Rev. Bauslin 
when he pointed out that the woman 
who runs the streets, attends bridge 
parties and theatres necessarily must 
do one of two things. She must either 
leave her children out on the streets 
to be taken care of by the police, or 
else she must break the inexorable 
laws of Nature and refuse to have 
children. 

Through and through Rev. Bauslin'S 
j address was sparkling with red blood- 
|ed Americanism. He very graphically 
! pictured the, old home, the little red 
school house, and the old swimming 
hole that are so familiar to every 
heart as the mind wanders back to 
childhood days, but some of these 
thoughts are unhappy ones to many 
for they have by some means or other 
lost these happy homes. Gray haired 
men sitting in the pews of many 
churches are unhappy for they have 
lost the joy of childhood because they 
have drifted away from heaven. At 
the theatre very often the home and 
holy state of marriage are the butt of 
many crude jokes. You become ac- 
customed to these desecrations, but 
are you the happier for having heard 
them? 

Every man and woman needs the 
law of God or the Bible and forcible 
indeed was Rev. Bauslin's meaning 
when he thundered "I would not give 
all the wisdom of the world for the 
wisdom of the Holy Bible." He fur- 
ther said that there could be no hesi- 
tation of the armies of progress as 
long as the Bible is followed. 

Following out still further his Idea 
of likening success and happiness to 
sunshine, Rev. Bauslin said that there 
I would be dark and dreary days but 
these sometimes were blessings as it 
lis often the case that too much sun- 
shine is as bad as none at all. A man 
I may be useful in a borough council 
I but send him to Congress with its ac- 
jeompanying round of fame and no- 
toriety and he becomes a crook or a 
jjoke. God gave sunshine to President 
Monroe, but after a certain govern- 
I mental act a cloud was sent to obscure 
his sunshine and President Monroe 
spent his life virtually unknown in a 
remote New York village. Your life 
may be a continued struggle but God 
knows what is best, and on him you 
can rely. Your greatest disappoint- 
ment may be your greatest blessing, 
for the proper way to spell disappoint- 
ment, said Rev. Bauslin, is to spell it 
with an H In place of a D, thus mak- 
ing it His appointment. 

Most significant was his emphasiza- 
tion of the truth that there are four

Third and last of the recitals by 
seniors in the Susquehanna University 
Conservatory of Music was given in 
Selbert Hall Thursday night of last 
week, when Miss Beulah Raihfonand 
Ml.-s Anna Wetsel Live an interesting 
program before an enthusiastic aud- 
lesce. All of the numbers played were 
considerably difficult, but their de- 
mands were fully met. 

First came a group of two pieces, 
Noszkowski's "To Spring" and Chop- 
in's Waltz, Op. 34, No. 1, played by 

Miss Rathfon, Although these were 
well played, Miss Rathfon did not at- 
tain to her full powers until the lat- 
ter numbers. Following this came 
the O minor Concerto of Mendelssohn, 
played entire. In this fine composi- 
tion Miss Wetzel's technical and in- 
terpretative abilities were displayed 
to the best advantage. The Mende- 
lssohn concerto is regarded by many 
as a test of a pianist's resources. 
While it is not a supreme test, it 
makes demands of a high order on the 
player. These demands were fully 
met by Mis Wetzel, and we congratu- 
late her on her brilliant rendition of 
this piece. 

Following this came a reading from 
Longfellow's Evangeline, by Miss 
Harter, who also graduated from the 
oratory department. 

Miss Rathfon next played Mende- 
issohn's Capriccio Brillante. Here her 
technic and power of endurance reach- 
ed the highest point. The Capriccio 
was shorter than the Concerto, but 
hardly less difficult, and Miss Rathfon 
was fully equal to its demands. From 
the emotional standpoint, Miss Rath- 
fon was at her best in the final num- 
ber, the 11th Hungarian Rhapsody of 
Liszt. In a Liszt Rhapsody, technic, 
and plenty of it, is an fndispensible 
condition — it goes without saying. 
Miss Rathfon has it, plenty of it, and 
her rendition of the grotesque ex- 
travagancies of Liszt's music was 
highly effective.

years before. There were only forty- 
three students here at that time. The 
board could not give him the assur- 
ance of any salary for himself or fi- 
nancial support to the institution. It 
was pointed out that if Dr. Dimm 
wished to engage in the noble work 
of christian education, it would be 
necessary for him to enter upon the 
duties entirely on his own responsi- 
bility. 

Under those conditions Dr. Dimm 
conducted Missionary Institute for the 
text twelve years. The running ex- 
penses meanwhile consumed all the 
dividends that were to accrue to Dr. 
Dimm and the board of directors of 
the institution. 

The charter of Missionary Institute 
authorized tfte holders to open either 
a college or a university. The num- 
ber of students was now 150 men and 
women. The board of directors at 
this stage, 1894, resolved to avail 
themselves of their chartered privil- 
ege, and opened a full college and 
gave it the name of Susquehanna Uni- 
versity. 

It became Dr. Dimm's duty to or- 
ganise a university, which he did and 
conducted It six years. The number 
of students continued to increase. Dr. 
Dimm resigned the presidency on ac- 
count of over-work and advanced age 
1100 at the age 70 years, but he re- 
tained the professorship of sociology 
and international law for six years 
longer, making his entire period of 
years in connection with the institu-

Bucknell University won one of the 
most closely contested tract meets 
from Susquehanna yesterday that has 
ever been staged on Warner Field. 
From the crack of the gun in the 
hundred yard dash it looked as if the 
neet was sure bacon lor the Orange 
and Maroon but the last two events 
turned the tide of victory into defeat. 

In the first event which was the 
century dash Swoops and Shannon 
breasted the tape a good two yards 
ahead of the Bucknell men. The 220 
yard dash was a repetition of the flrsl 
event with Shannon and Smith lead- 
ing the Orange and Blue men over 
the line. Waldos ran a good race in 
the 880 yard run and added three 
points to the tally with a good second. 
Mohney left his competitors 50 yards 
in the rear as he broke the tape in the 
mile run, not. at any time was he even 
pressed for his victory. Grossman 
took an easy second in the two mile 
run and considering the fact that it 
was not his race made a very credit- 
able showing.
